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ABSTRACT 


Method of separating eells ,n a centrifuge, preferably for prodacng platelets. A ecll 
suspenston ,s provided ,n a processing bag and is centnfuged. Tlte cell ennched fraCon is 
transfen-ed to a storage bag v,a an outlet tube. The outlet tube ts a^ged with a portion thereof ,n 
a position adjacent the penpheo- of the centnfuge. When the ennched fraCon is transfe^ed 
through the outlet tube placed at the penphery of the centnfuge and dunng centnfugation, the outlet 
tube operates as a cell trap and the ennched fraction is further separated. Preferably, the cell 
sttspension is buffy coat and the ennched fraction composes platelets. The conespondtng bag 
assetrtblyeontprisesaprocessing bag tmendedto enclose thecell suspension. Theprocesstngbag 

rs placed in a centnfuge rotor for separating the cells tnto a fraction enriched on platelets by 
centnfugation. An outlet tube transfers the enriched fraction to a storage bag and ts placed ,n a 
posttton adjacent the periphery of the centnfrtge rotor for further separation of the ennched fraCon 
at transfentng, during conttnued centnfugation, the enriched fractton throu^ the outlet tube. 
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
